THE award-winning Sub Tropical Gardens at 
Abbotsbury is widely recognised for its out¬ 
standing horticultural, historical and public 
appeal. Assistant head gardener Tim Newman 
has worked in the gardens for two years and is 
well placed to explain why so many visitors 
come to explore the woodland walks and gar¬ 
dens. As well as being a qualified horticultur- 
alist he is also a 'budding' artist with a special 
interest in botanical drawing. 

Tim is 37 years old and lives near Evershot. 


■ HOW did you get into this job? 

I was self-employed in Somerset as a gardener but I 
decided I wanted to work in a garden that had some 
meaning behind it. So, I went off to New Zealand and 
worked in Christchurch Botanic Gardens. When I 
came back, I worked as a volunteer at Bristol Botanic 
Gardens and gained more experience, so when this job 
came up I had all the relevant experience. 

■ HOW did the sub-tropical gardens come to be 
here? 

They began life as a walled kitchen garden within the 
Earl of Ilchesters estate back in the 1700s. Then during 
the 1800s successive Earls began travelling abroad as 
diplomats. The fourth Earl in particular was a keen 
botanist so he brought back specimens from all over 
the world and that’s how the sub-tropical collection 
got started. 

■ WHY do the gardens flourish here in Dorset? 

Well the climate in this particular spot is ideal. There 
is warm sea air and a blanket of evergreen oaks that 
help keep the warmth in plus we’re in a bit of a rain 
shadow so it isn’t too wet. So really we’ve got a mini 
Mediterranean climate going on. 

■ WHAT is a typical working day like for you? 

We start at 8am, check our areas and carry out any 
noisy or disruptive work before 10am, when the gates 
open to the public. Then I’ll liaise with the curator and 
the team and decide what needs to be done. 

■ THE gardens recently won an award, what was 
that for? 

Yes, this year we won the 2012 Garden of the Year

Award which is sponsored by Christies International 
and The Historic houses Association. It’s a very pres¬ 
tigious award that’s been going for 28 years and it 
identifies us as a national treasure which is obviously 
a huge compliment. 

■ WHAT'S the most rewarding aspect of your 
job? 

It’s a really good team to work with and its great com¬ 
ing in each day knowing that there’ll be something 
different and interesting to do and see; something new 
comes in to flower, you know every year that it’s 
going to come round again but somehow it’s still al¬ 
ways a surprise. It’s interesting being able to step into 
this sub-tropical world every day, and then step out of 
it back into the surrounding native flora and fauna - 
this is a bit of an oasis. 

■ WHAT'S in bloom right now? 

At the moment the Rhododendron luteum is in bloom. 
It’s a bright yellow flower with a lovely fragrance.

TOP chef Mark Hix will continue his support for the 
RNLI by staging a two-day Food Rocks festival dur¬ 
ing Lifeboat Week. 

The event will be held in a marquee at The Cobb, 
which will include full demo stage, sponsored by 
kitchen suppliers Vzug. 

Mr Hix,who runs the Oyster and Fish House in the 
Lister Gardens and several other top restraurants in 
London, has been a long-time supporter of the 
lifeboat service. 

Over the years he has rased thousands for the 
RNLI, including proceeds from a mini-crab festival 
last year. But this year's two-day festival is a much 
more significant event and the forerunner to a 
much larger event next year.

New generation 

FOUR young men and a 21-year-old woman are set to 
become the next generation of seagoing crew at Lyme 
Regis Lifeboat Station. 

They have all recently signed up as volunteers and are 
now undergoing rigorous training that could last up to 
two years. 

The five are Peter Cable, 17, Tom Crabbe, 19, Dan Cur¬ 
rall, 20, Shona Louise, 21, and Murray Saunders, 27. 

Peter is the son of crew member John Cable and Tom 
is the son of crew member Rob Crabbe. Both fathers gave 
up going to sea on reaching the age of 50. 

The RNLI says crewmen and women should cease 
seagoing activities at the age of 45, but in some circum¬ 
stances they can continue to 50. All of which means it is 
vital for youngsters to join and prepare to fill those fa¬ 
miliar yellow wellies as the more mature crew members 
retire, pass on a wealth of experience and become shore 
crew. 

Volunteer training co-ordinator and crew member at 
Lyme Regis, Jon Broome said: “With up to five crew 
members retiring in the next two years, these new volun¬ 
teer trainees are key to the long tradition of lifeboating 
continuing for years to come in Lyme Regis. 

“They all have a long road ahead of them over the next 
12-18 months with training sessions, assessments and 
courses at our headquarters in Poole before they become

full seagoing crew. But we are confident with the com¬ 
mitment they have shown so far that they will attain the 
standard required.” 

Tom Crabbe, an electrician, said he was delighted to be 
following in his dad’s footsteps and Peter Cable, a sixth 
former at the Woodroffe School, said he had plenty of 
support from his father, John. 

Another newcomer, Murray Saunders, is owner of Boy- 
los watersports shop on Marine Parade with his partner, 
Ellie, and has competed at professional level as a wind¬ 
surfer. 

Shona is only the second woman to join the Lyme Regis 
lifeboat crew, following in the footsteps of Grace 
Wadsworth, who became the youngest ever crew member 
at just 17, taking the title from Ritchie Durrant just a few 
weeks after he was named the youngest. 

She said: “I am really enjoying the training sessions and 
especially going to sea.” 

Dan is one of the most recent recruits and works closest 
to the lifeboat station as a chef at the Cobb Arms.

Caravan site dropped over traffic concerns 

NEIGHBOURING RESIDENTS ARGUE HAYE LANE IS TOTALLY INAPPROPRIATE' FOR CARAVANS

A PROPOSED caravan¬ 
ning site in Lyme Regis 
has been dropped by the 
Camping and Caravan¬ 
ning Club following 
complaints of possible 
traffic problems from 
neighbouring residents. 

The proposed site at 
Haye Farm, Haye Lane, 
was strongly opposed by 
several nearby residents 
who were concerned that 
caravans would cause 
traffic problems on the 
narrow road. 

Haye Farm, which cur¬ 
rently offers five self¬ 
catering apartments plus 
bed and breakfast rooms, 
applied to the Camping 
and Caravanning Club to 
become a certified site, 
which does not have to 
go through the usual 
planning consent 

process. The site would 
be restricted to five cara¬ 
vans and up to 10 tents 
for the club’s members 
only. 

The club consulted with 
West Dorset District 
Council, which originally 
said it had no objections. 
The club was later ad¬ 
vised it should consult 


Dorset County Council 
about the highways is¬ 
sues. 

Dorset County Council 
said it was “inappropri¬ 
ate” on highways and ac¬ 
cess grounds and 
Uplyme Parish Council 


also expressed concerns. 

Although the applica¬ 
tion could not be consid¬ 
ered on planning 
grounds, several neigh¬ 
bouring residents at¬ 
tended last week’s town 
council Planning and 


Highway’s Committee to 
speak on the matter. 

Haye Lane resident 
Fred Thompson said the 
road was “totally inap¬ 
propriate” for caravans 
and he hoped the com¬ 
mittee would exert some 
authority over the matter. 

In a letter of objection 
to the caravanning club, 
Lyme Road resident 


Chris Boothroyd spoke 
of the “very dangerous” 
and “critical” junction of 
Haye Lane and Lyme 
Road. 

He added: “It is strange 
that, whereas potential 
house-builders are (prop¬ 
erly) required to make 
detailed planning appli¬ 
cations, you are seem¬ 
ingly allowed to grant 


permission to a 
landowner that will in¬ 
volve substantially 
greater human occupa¬ 
tion of a site than most 
house-building develop¬ 
ment involve, but you 
apparently do not have to 
make any analysis of the 
consequent impact on 
traffic, pedestrians and 
road safety generally.” 


The day after the Plan¬ 
ning and Highways 
meeting, town clerk 
Mike Lewis was in¬ 
formed that the Camping 
and Caravanning Club 
was dropping the appli¬ 
cation due to the number 
of objections it had re¬ 
ceived. 

Speaking after the deci¬ 
sion, Planning and High¬ 


ways chairman, Council¬ 
lor Anita Williams, said: 
“I’m not against the con¬ 
cept of sites of this type. 
I welcome anything that 
brings additional beds 
into Lyme Regis but it is 
clear that there are some 
real issues with putting 
additional, large traffic 
into Haye Lane.” 


Coffee shop plans fail to impress town council 


A PLANNING application for a national coffee shop chain to 
move into the current Fortnam, Smith and Banwell offices in 
Lyme Regis was recommended for refusal by town councillors. 

The application for change of use of the building was sub¬ 
mitted by Jurassic Coast Coffee Ltd., a franchisee of chain Costa 
Coffee, which already has premises in East Devon. 

Councillors recommended it for refusal on the grounds that 
it would be detrimental to the amenities of neighbouring res¬ 
idents, particularly the proposed outdoor seating area at the 
back of the building, which would include 40 seats. A further 
63 seats would situated, be inside. 

If the application is approved by the district council, the cof¬ 
fee shop will be open from 7.30am to 6pm on weekdays and 
Saturdays and from 9am to 5pm on Sundays and Bank Holi¬ 
days. 

Town councillors were not keen on another coffee shop 
opening in Broad Street, especially a national chain, but could 
not recommend refusal on these grounds. 

Councillors also objected to proposed signage for the coffee

shop, which would include a strip light. They said they did not 
want any illuminated signage in Broad Street. 

Fortnam, Smith and Banwell has now applied to convert the 
former Country Stocks Tearooms in Broad Street, which has 
stood empty for several years, into new offices. 

Councillors recommended approval of these plans, saying it 
would be good to see the premises used again. 

It is hoped that if the estate agents do not move into their 
new property before the Olympic Torch visits Lyme on July 
12th, the empty window will be dressed for the special occa¬ 
sion, as the torch will be passed between carriers right outside. 

■ TOWN councillors have also recommended refusal of an ap¬ 
plication to move a projecting sign outside the new WH Smith 
store in Broad Street. 

The projecting sign currently hangs on the right hand side 


of the building and the application requests that it be moved 
to the left side, where it would hand above a car parking sign 
and be more prominent to shoppers walking up the main 
street. 

Councillors said this would be a more "obtrusive" site for the 
sign and recommended refusal on the grounds that it would 
be detrimental to the street scene and Conservation Area. 

■ REFURBISHMENTS at Lloyds TSB in Lyme Regis continue with 
an application to make alterations to the bank's interior 24- 
hour lobby. 

Plans include building a secure partition wall in the lobby to 
create separate access to the bank on the ground floor and the 
currently empty floors above, allowing them to be let as apart¬ 
ments in the future. 

Plans also include installing a mounted window marketing 
unit, new carpet and wallpaper in this Grade II listed Broad 
Street building. 

Town councillors recommended approval of the plans.

not shout me down.” 

Councillor Turner then made a point of order, saying 
the item should not be on the agenda. Councillor Owen 
Lovell also indicated he would like to speak but Council¬ 
lor Gage decided he would still let the town clerk speak 
first. Councillor Ellis left the discussion to sit in the public 
gallery in protest. 

Mr Lewis said he had spoken to PC Richard Winward 
who was aware that there had been a split vote at full 
council. PC Winward told him that the DPPO was likely 
to cost the council about £5,000 and it was now late in 
the day to introduce something to affect this season. 

He also said there was now a new white paper which 
police believed would be more affective than a DPPO. 

The town clerk said he had also spoken to Inspector 
Mike Darby from Bridport Police who told him that 
£5,000 may be exaggerated but suggested not going 
ahead with the DPPO this year and waiting for the new 
legislation to go through. 

Councillors not aware of procedure 

Councillor Ellis then moved back to the chamber and 
said: “Myself and members of the public who have spo¬ 
ken to me believe it is improper to be discussing this as it 
is against 11 a of the standing orders to discuss something 
that has been voted on and passed at full council. 

“Should this committee decide they will discuss it I will 
move to the public gallery and take note of any discussion 
so I can get further advice.” 

She then returned to the public gallery. 

Councillor Turner said: “Can I remind councillors that 
the original proposal was quite simple? It was not re¬ 
jected, therefore it still stands. 

“It is a simple majority vote process. It doesn’t matter 
it it’s 14 to none or made by the casting vote. The decision 
to bring this back to Strategy and Policy was incorrect. 

“My concern on the night was that councillors were not 
aware of the correct procedure.” 

Councillor Turner continued in saying the town clerk 
also did not follow proper procedure and if he was unsure 
what to do, the meeting could have been adjourned.

He added: “My greatest concern was with Councillor 
Gage. Did he deliberately try to mislead council or was 
he ignorant of correct procedure?” 

Referring to a new item which would be included at fu¬ 
ture full council meetings, in which councillors will be 
able to ask questions publicly that are not related to items 
on the agenda, he continued: “Finally, we now have ques¬ 
tions at full council which will be put into the public do¬ 
main. I will be using this system at the next meeting to 
see how councillors felt this should have been dealt with.” 

Councillor Lovell said: “This is a piece of legislation 
that members wanted to put in place but were derailed by 
incorrect procedure.” 

He referred to bye-laws that the council had been trying 
to put in place for years, saying that the DPPO could have 
helped. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell, who was not present at the 
full council meeting when the vote was split, asked for 
the town clerk’s opinions on what had happened. 

Mr Lewis replied: “The mayor felt having to make the 
casting vote she only had a certain amount of information 
relating to the cost of this and the timescale. So, in light 
of that, she thought it was better for members to have 
more information to get better support for the motion one 
way or another.” 

Councillor Campbell asked: “Against standing orders 
though, is there anything that you want to say about that?” 

The town clerk said the mayor “has the final say”. 

Councillor Lovell added: “Sally had been mayor for 
three years, going into her fourth. She should be aware of 
standing orders.” 

Councillor Turner said: “Standing orders are very clear. 
When a motion is carried it then goes to debate and at that 
stage it can be amended and amended. That didn’t happen 
and that wasn’t correct. 

“The mayor cast her vote. If something fails to be re¬

jected, well, then it’s clear to me.” 

He then asked mayor to clarify procedure to see if she 
understood it. 

Councillor Holman said: “It was a difficult decision and 
advice on it at the time was not clear. The motion was de¬ 
feated and the next thing, as I remember it, was that 
Councillor Turner put forward another motion in support 
of the order...” 

Councillor Turner then interrupted saying this was 
“pointless”. Councillor Gage asked him to listen to the 
mayor. 

Councillor Holman continued: “Councillor Gage then 
put forward something different. Taking advice from the 
town clerk I decided the best thing to do was to take it 
back so that councillors could have all the information.” 

Councillor Turner argued: “That casting vote was used 
and rejected the proposition.” 

Councillor Rikey Austin asked: “Are you saying if 
something is proposed and rejected the absolute opposite 
should apply? If it was rejected it doesn’t mean it was ac¬ 
cepted.” 


Councillor Campbell backed this argument, saying 
Councillor Austin was “absolutely right”. 

“If you are rejecting a rejection it doesn’t mean you are 
accepting it,” she added. 

Councillor Lovell said members voting against the re¬ 
jection of the order should have assumed they had the 
support to make another proposal. 

Councillor Campbell: “But they didn’t.” 

Councillor Gage said: “We have had a lot of discussion 
about procedure but the agenda item is to discuss this pol¬ 
icy. If members feel this should not be discussed they will 
have to take appropriate action. I have no idea what will 
happen should there be a vote on this item.” 

Councillor Turner continued his argument, saying that 
it was incorrect that his proposal to pass the DPPO was 
not put to the vote because it negated the previous vote 
to take it back to Strategy and Policy. 

Referring to a document in his hand he said: “Here is 
the procedure. I suggest councillors read it and under¬ 
stand it.”

Councillor Gage argued that it would have been “more 
helpful” if Councillor Turner had raised his issues with 
the town clerk prior to the meeting. 

Councillor Rikey Austin then proposed they wait until 
the new white paper had gone through and support it. She 
said they should wait until they had all of the necessary 
information so they could then make a decision. 

Speaking on the original request from the police, Coun¬ 
cillor Chris Clipson said they had no proof the DPPO was 
necessary in the suggested area. 

Councillor Holman said: “I see little point in repeating 
previous arguments and things that were said at past 
meetings. I have been told that the white paper is immi¬ 
nent. In light of the costs we should support Councillor 
Austin’s proposal.” 

There has to be evidence 

Councillor Lovell argued that there were alcohol-related 
incidents in the gardens, adding that he had been at times 
worried to walk past large groups at night. 

“I don’t feel we should be delaying any action to put 
good order in place in our gardens,” he added. 

Councillor Campbell said: “The decision has to be made 
on evidence. We asked the police for that evidence and 
were given one piece of paper spanning five years with 
what, about a dozen incidents? Only one of them they 
could say was definitely alcohol related.” 

Councillor O’Grady backed her up, adding: “I really 
don’t see that there’s a problem. The police have enough 
powers to deal with it. We live in Lyme Regis not Lon¬ 
don.” 

Councillor Anita Williams asked where the £5,000 cost 
came into it. She said she had gone through Home Office 
guidelines and had found no indication of cost. 

The town clerk said the cost would come from public 
consultation. Councillor Williams replied by saying she 
was not aware there had to be public consultation and Mr 
Lewis said he had been told there did. 

Councillor Turner said: “As far as I’m aware there’s no 
consultation so it would incur no cost. However, we are 
in danger of having a public referendum on our hands that

would incur costs of thousands.” 

Councillor Campbell said: “I just think the key thing 
here is if the white paper goes ahead it will completely 
negate what you want. If you still want a DPPO after that 
then we can discuss it then.” 

Councillor George Symonds said he thought there were 
lots of incidents in the gardens that didn’t get reported to 


the police. Councillor Campbell replied: “I need to have 
proof, I’m sorry.” 

Councillor Gage added: “Regardless of whichever de¬ 
cision is made tonight, as we look at giving the police 
more powers we have to question how they are going to 
use these powers if they are not here to use them.” 

He called for more police presence at “times of risk”, 
which was supported by Councillor O’Grady. 

'Inconsistency in decision making' 

Councillor Turner argued: “I’m not sure if councillors 
are aware of the economic problems in this country.” 

He said he was concerned with the council’s “inconsis¬ 
tency in decision making”, saying that they were asking 
for increased police presence instead of a police order but 
were also spending money on CCTV. 

Councillor Williams suggested an amendment to Coun¬ 
cillor Rikey Austin’s earlier proposal, to ask the police 
what they would like the council to do and, if they would 
prefer to wait for the new white paper, that is what they 
would do. 


This was agreed with eight votes against four. Those 
voting in favour were Councillors Williams, Gage, O’¬ 
Grady, Campbell, Clipson, Holman, Rikey Austin and 
Barbara Austin 

Voting against were Councillors Symonds, Turner, 
Lovell and Ann Bradbury. Councillor Ellis did not vote 
and Councillor Lorna Jenkin was absent from the meet¬ 
ing. 

West Dorset District Council have confirmed that they 
have received a complaint about the alleged breech of 
procedure. 

A statement from council leader Robert Green said: 
“We have received an initial complaint about a decision 
made at a recent full council meeting of Lyme Regis 
Town Council. 

“The matter has been referred to the town council’s 
clerk who will investigate the complaint further. All for¬ 
mal comments about any town council meeting should 
be made to the clerk in the first place.” 


I've reported dozens of complaints to the police' 


■ I WAS not in the public gallery at the council meeting 
last week when councillors discussed the police re¬ 
quest for a Designated Public Place Order (DPPO) so 
they can get to grips with drunkeness in our public gar¬ 
dens. 

I have to admit, like many others in the town, I've lost 
interest in the affairs of Lyme Regis Town Council. They 
came into office promising to make a difference and 
get things done. But it seems to me they can't make a 
decision without referring it back several times. 

During the debate I understand that councillors Chris 
Clipson and Lucy Campbell said there was no evidence 
of drunkeness in the gardens. I was flabergasted by this 
view. Why don't they ask their own outside staff how 
bad the problem has been over the years? 

I have worked in the mini-golf hut for several years 
and witnessed time and again drunken youths (not all

of them local) acting in a yobbish manner, leaving 
damage and litter and acting in a threatening manner. 
Ask any member of the town council staff who has 
worked in the gardens and they will tell you the same 
story. 

I have reported incidents both to the town council of¬ 
fice and to the police dozens of times over the years. 
Most councillors don't see what goes on (few of them 
visit the gardens) and they certainly don't have to clear 
up the mess. 

And as for councillors Campbell and Terry O'Grady 
saying at a previous meeting that they like to have a 
drink in the gardens, I have just one comment to make: 
"We expect more from our elected representatives". 


And doesn't that mean they have a vested interest and 
should not be taking part in the discussions? 

It is inconcievable to think that our local council will 
not support the police in a perfectly reasonable request 
to deal with a problem that will make Lyme a better 
place to vist in the future. 

Our public gardens are not the place for a party or a 
booze-up. There are plenty of pubs in town for that. 

And in any case, it is not the well-behaved revellers the 
police are after; it is those who cause trouble and dam¬ 
age as a result of their public drinking. The police know 
who they are. 

It's time for this council to wise up and once in a while 
listen to their more experienced members.

New council's first year in office: 
room for more improvement? 

Low-key review by Mark Gage, chairman of Strategy and Policy 


S TARTING his second term as chairman of the 
town council’s most influential committee, 
Councillor Mark Gage highlighted creating a 
strategic plan and working on the skatepark as pri¬ 
orities for the next year. 

Speaking at last week’s Strategy and Policy Com¬ 
mittee, Councillor Gage opened the meeting with 
the following report: 

“As I start my second year as the chairman of 
Strategy and Policy, I am very pleased to be sup¬ 
ported again by Councillor Lucy Campbell as the 
deputy chairman. I thought it would be worth 
briefly recapping on the priorities I set at the start 
of last year. 

“To summarise I would put those priorities into 
three categories: structural, planning for the future 
and projects. 

STRUCTURAL 

ALTHOUGH I think we have made substantial 
progress in this area - with the implementation of 
the new committee structure, an improved budget¬ 
ing process, the improvements made to committee 
reports and agendas, the creation of three new posts 
- our ability to make progress has undoubtedly been 
hindered by the finite resources of our organisation. 

“Latterly, of course, we have had to make do with¬ 
out the services of a deputy town clerk. Although, 
like all problems, I’m sure we can turn this into an 
opportunity for the town council. 


“Over the next 12 months we need to consolidate 
the changes we have made and give them the oppor¬ 
tunity to settle and start delivering the improve¬ 
ments to our services I am confident they will. 

PLANNING FOR THE FUTURE 

WE have not made the progress I would have 
wished on developing a strategic plan for the coun¬ 
cil. With the coming of localism, etc., it’s no less im¬ 
portant that we make progress on this over the next 
12 months. We will be discussing one aspect of this 
later on the agenda. 

“Once we have a deputy town clerk in place I will 
be looking for him or her to take a lead on this. 

PROJECTS 

WE have seen a number of projects transition into 
the operational, such as the shelters, the tri-partite 
agreement for the management of our seafront, and 
the discussions with West Dorset District Council 
over car parks. All of these have loose ends that 
need to be cleared up as a priority. 

“One project that has not made the progress I 
would have anticipated is the skatepark. Once our 
officers are fully up to strength again we need to 
give a renewed priority to getting this project mov¬ 
ing. 

“I am also hoping that now the contractor for the 
coastal works has been appointed we will be able to 
work with them and WDDC to make progress on

this important project. 

“So, if I was to paraphrase one of our ever vigilant 
judges in the local press, not a bad start but room 
for improvement!” 


View from 
comment 


THIS was a very different Mark Gage from 
the very confident one we saw last year set¬ 
ting out his vision for the council after being 
catalapaulted into the top job just days after 
winning his seat on the town authority. 

It was a much more low-key, less ambi¬ 
tious statement from somone who, unchar¬ 
acteristically, looked like the pressure was 
getting to him. 

Perhaps it was because he was expecting 
a very diffcult meeting, which indeed it was, 
with his competency and that of the mayor 
being called into question by a fellow coun¬ 
cillor, or perhaps his review of the year was 
tempered by the knowledge that, no matter 
how hard you try, the wheels of local gov¬ 
ernment grind exceedingly slow, even with 
the support of a group of like-thinking, sup¬ 
portive members behind him. 

At the end of the statement he expressed 
the view that there was room for improve¬ 
ment in the council's performance. Few 
who keep a close watch on council affairs 
would disagree with him, but few of us ex¬ 
pected much more. 

In particular, I think the public will share 
his frustration over the failure to move for¬ 
ward the skatepark project, especially as 
previous councils have taken so much stick 
for not delivering. 

But I think he did himself an injustice in 
not making more of the town council's ne¬ 
gotiations with West Dorset District Council 
over the future of the lucrative Monmouth 
Beach car parking, which will return to the 
town in 2015.1 believe this to be one of his 
successes of the year. 

Councillor Gage is the council's de facto 
leader. It's a tough job - as the past year has 
undoubtedly proved.

Split decision at planning meeting

TOWN councillors failed to 
reach a decision on a plan¬ 
ning application for a new 
dwelling on Uplyme Road 
in Lyme Regis, with mixed 
views over the proposed 
materials and access to the 
development. 

The application was sub¬ 
mitted by John Cable for a 
two to three bedroom sepa¬ 
rate annexe to his current 
home at grade II listed 
Braeside on Uplyme Road. 
This would offer two bed 
and breakfast rooms plus a 
studio flat or could be 
rented out as a family 
house. 

The new development 
would be positioned at the 
end of the garden under the 
canopy of trees and would 
be steel cladded, giving it a 
rusted brown hue. It would 
also include moving the 
current vehicular access to 
the site. 

Councillors raised con¬ 
cerns over the safety issues 
involving the repositioning 
of the drive, which had also 
caused the Highways Au¬ 
thority to recommend re¬ 
fusal of the plans. 
Highways said that visibil¬ 
ity of the new access would 
be restricted by the bound¬ 
ary wall and brick piers ei¬ 
ther side of the drive. 

Mr Cable, who attended 
the town council’s Planning 
and Highways Committee, 
said these pillars could be 
adapted or left out of the 
plans. 


Other concerns of coun¬ 
cillors included the use of 
the steel cladding, which 
they compared to that used 
on the new construction be¬ 
hind St Michael’s Business 


Centre, which has the same 
rusted appearance. 

Councillor Owen Lovell 
said he was not opposed to 
the plans in principal but 
the best way forward would 


be to recommend refusal 
and for the applicant to 
alter any highways issues 
and resubmit. 

He proposed they recom¬ 
mend refusal of the plans 
but only gained one sup¬ 
porter making it two votes 
against four. 

Councillor Terry O’¬ 
Grady said he was not 


against the plans, that he 
did not think the materials 
would be that noticeable 
and that the repositioned 
drive would be safer further 
away from the medical cen¬ 
tre. 

He proposed they recom¬ 
mend approval but also 
only gained two votes, 
leaving the final decision 


with chairman Councillor 
Anita Williams. 

Councillor Williams pro¬ 
posed they recommend re¬ 
fusal on the grounds that 
the materials were out of 
keeping but failed to get a 
seconder. 

Therefore, councillors de¬ 
cided they were unable to 
reach a decision. 


Public outnumber councillors at Uplyme 


MEMBERS of the public outnumbered council¬ 
lors at the June meeting of Uplyme Parish 
Council, with 10 residents and seven council 
members attending. 

Items up for discussion included the new af¬ 
fordable housing development next to Uplyme 
Village Hall, for which work was due to start on 
May 30th but was pout back to start last week.

■ It was reported that the council's accounts 
for 2011 -12 have now been audited by the in¬ 
ternal auditor and will be sent off to the Audit 
Commission for official sign-off. 

Anyone wishing to see what the precept was 
spent on last year can ask to see the accounts 
or look at them on the parish council's website. 

■ Councillors commented on Stafford Mount 
and how Councillor Frost and John Fowler had 
made the garden look "lovely" with a jubilee 
display of red, white and blue flowers. 

It was decided that, if possible, this site 
should be used for affordable houses in future, 
although there are a lot of legal and practical 
hurdles to clear first. 

■ The council is hoping to refurbish the ceme¬ 


tery over the coming months. As part of this, 
there will be a full safety assessment of the me¬ 
morials and paths. 

Some of the memorials in the older part of 
the cemetery (next to the school) are in a very 
poor state and parish clerk Lois Wakeman will 
be attempting to contact the owners to ask 
them to make repairs. 

However, if any are thought to be dangerous 
in their current state, the council may need to 
take remedial action without being able to no¬ 
tify the owners first. If you visit a family grave 
and find the memorial has been laid flat, this is 
the reason. 

■ The police report highlighted a spate of out¬ 
building/garage burglaries in the Uplyme area, 
with four crimes committed overnight on June 
7th. 

Garden equipment was targeted on all of 
these properties. Two thefts of catalytic con¬ 
verters from Pound Lane and Lyme Road oc¬ 
curred on the same evening, as well as two 
more in Lyme Regis and Seaton. The combina¬ 
tion chain and padlock to the football field 
have also been stolen. 

PCSO Amanda Jones said: "Please ensure all 
property is postcode marked and all serial 
numbers of items are kept separately. We still 
have a limited number of alarmed padlocks at 


the station at a cost of £7 each. 

"I encourage residents to report any sightings 
of suspicious persons/vehicles, taking down 
the registration plate number, on telephone 
number 101." 

■ Councillors were told that East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council is holding a tea party on August 
18th and is asking parishes to nominate "un¬ 
sung heroes" who do a lot for their local com¬ 
munity and who have not been formally 
appreciated. 

Nominations should be submitted to the 
parish clerk as soon as possible so that the 
council can make a nomination at its next 
meeting on July 11th by phoning 01297 
444707 or emailing clerk@uplymeparishcoun- 
cil.org 

■ Parish councillors also discussed five plan¬ 
ning applications for the village. 

These included two for the felling or cutting 
back of trees; the retention of an outbuilding 
at 7 Glebelands; the construction of an outdoor 
swimming pool at The Glen on Lime Kiln Lane; 
and the construction of dwelling and improve¬ 
ments to access at land adjoining Gore Lane, 
which councillors objected to.

'Only spending came from town 
council' during cruise ship visit 


■ I DO not wish to cast cold water over the visit by an 
American cruise liner to Lyme Regis and how this was 
going to be of major economic benefit to the town, and 
how these free spending wealthy visitors would engorge 
our local economy with thousands of freely spent dollars. 

No doubt most American passengers on the liner would 
much prefer to eat at our local restaurants and avoid the 
free all-inclusive cuisine on the ship and drink in our pubs 
instead of the duty free bar on the liner. 

I dutifully turned up to watch them arrive from the ship 
to be greeted by the great and worthy of Lyme Regis. 
They then proceed get on to a mini bus which took them 
up the hill where they changed to a larger coach and bug¬ 
gered off to Abbotsbury and Stonehenge for the day. I 


think the only spend was by Lyme Regis Town Council. 

At least at Portland harbour, the authorities have the 
sense to charge cruise ships a landing fee. I notice that on 
the "Rates of Merchandise" on the wall of the Cobb 
buildings, at the harbour, that the town council in 1879 
charged passengers the following amount: For every pas¬ 
senger coming or going from the said harbour - 1 shilling 
(or in present day value about £5 per person). 

If only we could have persuaded these wealthy free 
spending ex-colonists to arrive with a "Coach and Four 
Wheeled Carriage" the town council might have made a 
profit.

■ THANK goodness that Lyme Regis Development 
Trust has one bastion of common sense - namely Mrs Au¬ 
drey Vivian - sitting on its board and seeing the bigger 
picture. 

I notice from your report last week of the trust's seem¬ 
ingly-shambolic annual meeting that it was only Mrs Vi¬ 
vian who had the wit to point out that when the town 
effectively funded The Hub (which it did, by its mass 
telephone vote in the Lottery funding competition) it was 
on the clear understanding that The Hub would be of use 
for all sections of the community. 

While others trusted with the operations of The Hub 
may delude themselves in believing that who runs it is of 
prime importance, the actual big question asked by the 
town is “when can we use it?” 

The Hub was primarily created for the youth of the 
town but the youth of the town is at school during the day 
and unless they are skiving they have no place in it then. 
Therefore, what - or who - is preventing The Hub from 
getting used during all of the day times by those who do 
not have to saunter reluctantly to Woodroffe? 

As has been much-mentioned in these columns before, 


why cannot The Hub be used as a drop-in centre during 
the day, a place where shoppers can have a coffee and a 
bun, a place where shopping can be left while having a 
stroll about town for an hour, a place where exhibitions 
can be constantly curated, a place where - basically - you 
can do anything but mainly leave it closed except when 
school's out? 

Bigger minds, like Audrey's, might also wonder if The 
Hub has a daytime utility as a Lyme Regis Centre For 
The Jurassic Arts (seeing as pursuit of the arts appears to 
be what is drawing a lot of newcomers to the town and 
seeing as local art appears to be our biggest attraction be¬ 
sides scenery, the beach and pasties). 

Years ago the popular media and the newspaper indus¬ 
try falsely believed that all should be youth-orientated. 
The result of this miscalculation has been a plummeting 
of TV viewing figures and a nearing-extinction of news¬ 
papers. It would be insanity for Lyme to follow the same 
dead-end-route with The Hub just because it's more right- 
on.

'Life is too short not to 
follow harboured dreams' 


■ IN a series of interviews leading up to Lyme Regis ArtsFest 2012 
(September 8th to 16th), Anthea Simmons introduces readers to 
some of the local people involved in the tenth annual festival. This 
week she meets textile artist, Jennie Pearson. 


Lyme Regis 


• HOW did you become involved in the arts? 

Even though I loved art at school, I studied English lit¬ 
erature and history and became an English teacher in 
my home city of Perth, Western Australia. 

When my first husband died of cancer shockingly 
early at 28,1 decided that life was too short not to follow 
harboured dreams and I enrolled in a second degree 
course - a rather new course in the late 70s in Western 
Australia in textile design - aimed at producing crafts¬ 
men designers. We were privileged to be exposed to 
some iconic makers including John Makepeace and 
RCA embroiderer David Green. 

I then enjoyed a two year residency at Fremantle Arts 
Centre and recruited my future husband (an English 
musician) as my "gopher"! Eventually we returned to the 
UK via South East Asia, Japan, China and Russia. We 
moved to Lyme when the babies arrived and, in 2002, 
purchased Blue Lias Gallery and, later, Primary Colours 
children's clothing shop. 

I have never stopped making work but now, having 
sold our shops, I can be more focused on using my 
lovely workshop in the garden, where we also run our 
new framing venture which we purchased from the 
Town Mill's Tim Pritchard. 


• WHAT are your 
sources of inspiration? 

Inspiration is everywhere. 

Yourself, your home and 
locality. Finding time and 
discipline to capture it in 
drawing or photography 
is the hard bit for me. 

Many forms both organic 
and man-made interest 
me but especially layered 
things where images are 
confused and appear and 
disappear, obviously 
nicely linked with textiles, 
but also joints and joins 
and wear. 

I love the wonderful Japanese boro garments, peas¬ 
ant clothing which was never discarded and was con¬ 
tinually mended. My literary and history background 
also influences my love of narrative in art and links es¬ 
pecially with clothing and useful textiles to the past. A 
fabric often leaves an imprint of its owner in a number 
of ways.

Anything that has an honest and surprising view of the 
world, from folk art to the greatest icons in art but I am 
a great convert to Tracey Emin after her retospective at 
the Hayward Gallery.

CELEBRATING 

SEBALD 

BORN in southern Germany in 1944, W. G. Sebald grew 
up during the 'concerted attempt in the first years after 
the war not to remember anything, for the obvious rea¬ 
son that those in office were implicated.' How and what 
we remember remained central to his work throughout 
his life. Cracks in Germany's collective amnesia appeared 
only during the 1960s but by 1966 Sebald had moved to 
Manchester and would live in England for the rest of his 
life. From 1970 he taught modern German literature at 
the University of East Anglia and founded a centre for lit¬ 
erary translation there. 

His first novels appeared in the 1990s, combining mem¬ 
oir, fiction, travel and history. Many of them assessed the 
war's long term consequences, for his own life and that 
of other emigres, for Germany and for all of Europe. The 
books found an immediate audience both in the English- 
speaking world and in his native land. By the time of his 
death in a car accident in 2001 his reputation as a major 
European writer was well established. 

Restlessness is everywhere in his writings. The theme 
of Patience (After Sebald),-a film showing at Bridport Art 
Centre on Sunday 1st July- is a walking tour across East 
Anglia which he undertook to'dispel emptiness'. The walk 
eventually resulted in his 1995 novel The Rings of Saturn. 
The German version was subtitled an English pilgrimage, 
and the local scenery is hauntingly evoked, but the nar¬ 
rator's mind wanders across time and across all conti¬ 
nents as he roams around those counties from which so 
many of the raids against Germany were launched. 

Admirers of his work discuss his influence on them as 
the camera re-visits scenes from the book. This is the first 
film ever made about Sebald and this is its first screening 
anywhere in the South West. Bridport is indeed fortunate 
to be hosting it. At a time when the darker undercurrents 
of European history are once again making themselves 
felt, this is a writer who needs to be better known. The 
film's co-producer, Gareth Evans, will give a short intro¬ 
duction, and the Sebald scholar Uwe Schutte will talk 
about the film's relationship to the book on which it is 
based. The event is a joint project between Wild and 
Homeless Books, From Page to Screen and Lectures on 
Everything.

Advanced drivers on course 


DRIVERS coached beyond the 
L-test to advanced driving stan¬ 
dard are more aware of other 
road users, road conditions and 
hazards on the road, according 
to a study by Jean Hopkin Re¬ 
search Associates, published 
todayl. 

Ninety per cent of advanced 
drivers are more aware of other 
road users, and potential haz¬ 
ards. Sixty-six per cent believe 
that advanced driver training 
helped them to avoid an inci¬ 
dent or collision, and 78 per 
cent have better car-handling 
skills. 

The independent survey of 
2,5001AM members also shows 
that advanced driving saves 
fuel and money. Sixty per cent 
say their driving is more fuel ef¬ 
ficient as a result of taking a 
course. 

The top ten reasons for tak¬ 
ing the advanced driving 
course are: 

• greater awareness of poten¬ 
tial hazards and difficult driving 
conditions 

• greater awareness of other 
road users 

• improved general driving 
outlook/philosophy 

• improved planning and an¬ 
ticipation 

• smoother driving/ better 
progress 

• improved use of road space 

• more alert driving - less'dri¬ 
ving on auto-pilot' 

• better car handling skills 

• improved confidence in my 
driving; and more tolerant and 
aware of the behaviour of other 


road users. 

Men are more likely than 
women to say their driving has 
become more responsible, con¬ 
siderate, and tolerant, and that 
they drive less fast as a result of 
the course. 

Women are more likely than 
men to say their driving had 
become more decisive and 
confident. Eighty nine percent 
agree that taking the 1AM test 
had a permanent positive ef¬ 
fect on their day-to-day driving. 
Women were more likely to re¬ 
port lasting effects on their 
driving style than men. 

Among 17 to 29 year-olds, 49 
per cent took the advanced test 
to get cheaper insurance and 
60 per cent to reduce their risk 
of being involved in an acci¬ 
dent. 

1AM chief executive Simon 
Best said: "We know that edu¬ 
cating drivers and changing 
their attitudes to driving makes 
them safer. This report also 
demonstrates an improvement 
in hazard awareness and there¬ 
fore a reduction in the likeli¬ 
hood of an accident. 

"Young and inexperienced 
drivers in particular will benefit 
from further coaching, but 
more experience on the road 
doesn't mean that your atti¬ 
tude to driving is any healthier. 
Advanced drivers are signifi¬ 
cantly safer in a number of key 
areas, including speed, main¬ 
taining safe distances between 
themselves and other drivers, 
cornering and use of mirrors."

Millions more Britons will 


take a holiday this summer 


MILLIONS more Britons will take a summer 
holiday this year to get away from the miserable 
weather, sports overload and a second year 
without one, new figures suggest. 

And it could provide a welcome boost to the 
nation's hard hit holiday industry who are strug¬ 
gling to fill spaces on planes and rooms in ho¬ 
tels. 

Last year more than one in four (26 per cent) 
chose not to go away during the summer, hop¬ 
ing for a bit of sun at home instead and to save 
cash. 

But this year that figure has fallen to just one 
in five (21 per cent) said the survey by satnav 
firm TomTom. 

And many more are jetting off during June 
and July this year, suggesting the reason may 
be to avoid the big national occasions. 

Almost as many (21 per cent) are taking their 
holidays in June and July as August (22 per 
cent) said the poll. 

But last year only 17 per cent went away in 
June, 18 per cent in July while August was easily 
the most popular month with 24 per cent,Tom¬ 
Tom's figures reveal. 

It marks a change in attitude among cash- 
strapped Britons with almost a third (31 per 
cent) looking for sunshine and 42 per cent who 
say they just want to 'relax'. 

And only 22 per cent have chosen the cheap¬ 
est option for their break, suggesting the end 
of the big 'staycation' revolution and a return to 
sun, sea and sand abroad. 

Spain, including Majorca and the other is¬ 
lands, remains the most popular single destina¬ 


tion and the Euro crisis has not put people off 
going to other sunspots on the continent. 

Almost seven in ten (69 per cent) admit their 
summer holiday is 'important' to them. 

If money were no object, 38 per cent of all UK 
adults would go to a tropical paradise island 
and 14 per cent would choose a cruise. 

TomTom's research also found almost one in 
five (18 per cent) will be renting a car on their 
holidays, although only a third (34 per cent) 
claim never to have got lost. 

A spokesman for TomTom said: "Every cloud 
has a silver lining - in this case literally because 
the weather has been so awful it has persuaded 
many to go on holiday. 

"Money is tight but enough is enough and a 
lot of those who gave up their summer holidays 
last year and ended up in British drizzle are not 
prepared to do the same this year, it seems. 

"We hope everyone has a great time but be 
careful not to get lost in a strange country if you 
are hiring a car. That's where we come in." 

The findings come as TomTom launches a 
competition to create road maps of tropical is¬ 
lands like Fiji, St. Lucia, Mauritius, Cape Verde 
and the Seychelles and to pay the winners 
£10,000 for doing so.
